Coke became anxious to 
escape from his dilemma, and with this view 
put himself into confidential communication 
with one of the American Bishops, the object 
of which wag to induce the Bishop to use his 
influence with the Seeretary of State for India, 
or rather the Chairman of the East India 
Company, to obtain for him an Indian Bis- 
hopric ; offering, if it were given, to return to 
England for consecration by the Archbishop

step which is of the greatest importance 
to this village at the present time. For 
a number of years past there has not 
been so much sickness at one timo in 
this locality as at prosent existe, and 
prompt and vigorous action of some sort 
is necessary if we would oscape a visit 
from some of these infectious and tead- 
ily diseases as bad as that which visited 
the villages of Marmora and Mill Point 
a year or wo ago. There are now, in 
almost every quarter of the village, frog 
_ ponds and pools of stagnant water which 
are not only nuisances of the most dan- 
gerous kind but are a disgrace to the 
village, and to these we believe, in a 
great measure, is due the alarming spread 
of ague and other malarial fevers with 
which the public are afflicted.

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THE HON. GEORGE BROWN. 


It is with feelings of deep sorrow that 


\\ we announces this week the death of the 


Hlon. George Brown, which sad event 
took place at his residence in Toronto, 
on Sunday morning last at two o'clock. 
The manner of his taking-off lends a 
tragic interest to the melancholy event, 
To have succumbed to an ordinary dis- 
ease would have called forth expressions 
of the most sincere sympathy, but to be 
cut down in the midst of an active ear- 


‘eer, by the ruthless hand of a worthless 


character makes it doubly distressing, 
and elicite the profound soriow of the 
entire public. 

When the nows wae sent broadcast 
on the afternoon of the 25th of March 
that the life of Mr. Brown had been at- 
tempted by a dlischarged employee,social 
and political circles were deeply moved 
atthe dastarily act. After the first 
outburst of indignation at so heinous 
an Offence, the people rejoiced to know 
that the wound inflicted by the asaassin's 


pistol was by no mows considered dan- 


gerous by the medical men who attend. 
ed him. The fact that after the shoot- 


ing, Mr. Tirown, unassisted, descended 
the office stairs and took his place in a 
carriage, went far to confirm this opin- 
ion. A few weeks at most, it was 
thought and confidently hoped, would 
seo him again attending to his duties, 
not much the worse for his adventure, 
At the expiration of two weeks grave 
rumors as to his condition were set 
afloat, His medical attendants were 
rather reticent in giving the true state 
of their patient to the public. It, how- 
ever, became known that a serious change 
had taken place, and what was at firet 
considered « trifling wound now gave 
the doctors great cause for alarm for 
their patient. Day by day he grew 
weaker, and it wae then made known 
that mortification had set in, and that 
but little hope was entertained of his 
recovery. All that medical skill could 
accomplish was done, but it was of no 
avail; the assasin’s bullet did ite work. 

No man in the Dominion was more 
widely known, or wielded snch an im- 
mense influence, and few men have been 
so long in public life and yet retained 


such an unblemished reputation, and 
pamed away amidst such universal ro- 
gret. In hie death Canada loses one of 
her best and greatest statesmen, one who 
served his country well, and who de- 
serves the country’s gratitude. Party 
animosities and differences are forgotten 
over his grave, and men of all shades of 
politics and opinions lament his untimo- 
ly end as a national calamity. The fol- 
lowing is a brief outline of his career : 


George Brown wae born in Edinburg, 
Scotland, in NovemBer, 1818, and was, 
therefore, in the 62nd year of his age at 
the time of his death In 1838 hoe emi- 
grated to New York, where he edited 
the British Chronicle newspaper. In 
1843 he came to Toronto with his fa- 
ther, Mr. Peter Brown, a newspaper 
man of some note in his day, The Tor 
onto Daily Globe was founded by the 
decease] a year or #0 after his arrival. 
He became its chief political writer, and 
during the years that followed he en- 
countered many ups an? downs in his 
journalistic career. He however lived! 
to see his paper an unqualified success, 
He was for many years leader of the 
Reform party of Upper Canada, and. ne 
wach He was called on in 1858 to form 
a Government for the late Province of 
Canada, but before the members of his 
administration were m-elected the House 
of Assembly passed a voteyof want of 
confidence and Mr. Brown and his col- 
leagnes resigned. He again entered the 
Executive Council in 1864, but resigned 
in 1865, after the Confederation scheme 
was arranged. In 1875 hedeclined the 
Lieut.-Gévernorship of Ontario. He 
sat for the County of Kent from 1851 
to 1854, and for Lambton from the 
Jatter date to 1867, when he was return. 
el for both North Oxford and Toronto. 
He was afterwards elected for South 
Oxford, which constituency he repre- 
sented until 1863. He was an unsuc- 
cessful candidate for Haldimand in 


1851, for Toronto East ten years after- 
wards, and for South Ontario in 1867, 
He was called to the Senate in Decom- 


ber, 1873. During the latter years of 
his life Mr. Brown was d in stock 
raising, his herds of » rh catile 


being noted far and wide in the United 
States and Canada. 

Mr. Brown married in 1863, Mize 
Annie Nelson, of Edinburgh. He leaves 
hera widow, and three children, a 
brother and three sisters to mourn his 
lone. 


An inquest was held on Monday 
when, after hearing the evidence, tho 
jury returned a verdict of wilful mur- 
ler against the prisoner Bennett.

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VILLAGE DRAINAGE. 


Tt is with a!considerable amount of 
satisfaction that we note the action 
taken by the Village Council at a special 
meeting held last week, in reference to 
the above abject. A By-law was pre- 
pared and passed empowering the Coun- 
cil to deal with the drainage of~ the 
village im the most systematic and 
prompt manner. It gives them power 
to enter upon any lands and open all 
drains or water-courses, and also for the 
clearing, altering, or repairing of any 
grounds on which are any private drains, 
sinks, coss-pools, or other muisances, 
should the owners or cecupiers neglect 
to do the same after being duly notified 
80 to do, and in default of tho latter 
providing for tho cost of such work, the 
amount to be assessed against the pro- 
perty and collected. In short the pro- 
visions of the By-law gives the Council, 
_or regularly appointed Health Officers, 
the necessary power to compel a proper 
system of drainage, to be done either by 
the owners or by the Council at the 
owners’ expense. The law is a good 
one, and has long been needed ; if the 
authorities will only see to its strict en- 
forcement we are satisfied tho sanitary

The News-Argus says: “On Wednesday 
evening, as William Morrow, who lives in 
the 13th concession of Rawdon, was assisting 
at 4“ bee” to do the seeding of « neighbor 
who had lost his team, his horses, being at- 
tached to a roller, ran away, and in some 
way, probably by the roller passing over him, 
three ribs were broken,-and other serious if 
not fatal internal injuries were sustained.”’ 

The wrestling match between E. W. John- 
ston and D.C. Ross, whith took place at Mill 
Point on Monday evening of last week, re- 
sulted in a draw, Johnston winning the first 
fall aud Ross the second. Before commenc- 
ing the third round Johnston took a drink, 
in which some misereant had put a dose of 
eroten oil, making him deadly sick in « few 
minutes. The match wasthen declared off, 
but was terminated at Picton on Friday even- 
ing last and resulted in favor of Johneton, 
who won three out of five falls. 

The Peterborough Review says : “The Co- 
bourg, Peterborough and Marmora Kailway 
and Mining Company are thoroughly over- 
hauling their steamer, the Jsaac Butts, which 
was on shore at Harwood all last season. She 
is being renovated throughout, a number of 
new knees, new timbers, ete., being pat in. 
Mr. J. R. Barber, the Superintendent of the 
road, informed our representative that he has 
just returned from Marmora, where he bad 


been for some time making for 
this season's work.

took part in the discussion on the subject. 
The Association then adjourned till 1.30 p. m. 

In the afternoon, after calling the roll, Mr. 
Burrows, I. P. 8., Lennox and Addington, 
delivered some valuable Hints to Young 
Teachers. Under the heading of Order, he 
laid down the principle that the great secret 
of keeping order was to keep the pupils busy. 
He also drew the attention of the teachers to 
the advisability of making the school-room 
attractive ‘by means of pictures, plants, &c., 
and to the necessity of keeping the pupils 
vomfortable. 

Mr. Sutherland, Stirling, introduced the 
subject of Written Examinations, and dwelt 
upon their imporgance both asa test of the 
pupil's proficiency, and as an aid to the mem- 
ory.

He ad- 
vised teachers to cause the pupils to commit 
to memory the good poetical or even prose 
extracts in their reading books. Owing to 
the latencas.of the hour the discussion on the

the meeting adjourned. 

In the evening, after the Question Drawer 
had been opened and queriés answered, Prof. 
Wright, of Albert College, delivered to a most 
attentive and interested audience, «lecture on 
“ History in Public Schools,"’ in which, after 
showing some mistaken ideas as to the mean- 
ing of history, he proceeded to show how it 
should be taught that the pupils might re- 
member it. At the conclusion of the lecture 
it was moved by Mr. Mulloy, seconded by 
Mr. Sutherland, and carried unanimously,

for his address. 

At nine o'clock Friday morning the meet- 
ing was called to orfler, and aller « brief dis.
